In un- 
precedented numbers, ‘clergy 
and laity emerged from their 
churehes and synagogues to 
confront, actively, the world's

—Pope Paul VI, 68, the first 
reigning pontiff to set foot in 
the New World; made a one- 
day visit to New York, on Oct. 
‘4, to appeal for peace at the 
United Nations. a=: 

. —Amidst a deepening Viet- 
nam war, Christian leaders 
re-examined conscientious ob- 


~ jection in-a-nuclear age. 


—Thousands of white Prot- 
estaht, Catholic’: and Jewish 
leaders marched, demonstrat- 
ed. and“ ‘were willing to die 
for’ racial justice in South and 
North. 

—Interreligious ~ dialogue 
permeated virtually all reli- 
gious séctors of a politically 
tangled world. 

—The renewalist Second 
Vatican Council, -the 2lst 


council in 2,000 years of Cath- . 


lic history, ended after four 
yearly sessions and 16 pro- 
mulgated decrees. - 2 
—Anti-poverty legislatiot? in- 
the U. S. brought about re- 
examinations of traditional 
“separation of church and 
state’’ arguments against fed- 


“ eral aid for church - related 


schools and institutions. Un- 
der the U. S. Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act, as- 
sistance was made available

Pope Paul's peace mission 
to. the U.N. dramatically sym- 
bolized a4 major theme -of ‘the 
two - year pontificate of the 
mueh-traveled Pope, the first 
in history to get around by 
plane and helicopter. 

“No more war, war never 
again!" he urged in French 
in his historic U.N. spgech. 
His appearance followed up a 
Pacem in Terris (Peace ‘on 
Earth) convocation—in New 
York in, February, where 2,000 
church and international léad- 
ers examined.the late Pope 
John XXIIH's encyclical of 
that title. Pope Paul also is- 
sued a peace plea in an en- 
cyclical letter entitled ore, 
Maio (In the Month of May). 

The Pope's fervent U.N. ap- 
peal was widely praised. But 
it was also criticized for a 
reference opposing artificial 
birth control which some 
deemed out of place in an es- 
sentially ,political context. .

The Music Department of. 
the Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention Board, Dan C. Hall, 
secretary, has set a goal to 
raise $6,000 during January, 
toward the purchase of a new 
organ for Gulfshore. This in- 
strument, already on order, 
the department proposes to 
dedicate as a memorial to the 
late W. C. Morgan, secretary 
of the Music Department 
from 1940 until his death in 
1964.

What a time, then, 
for preaching Christ to lost men— - a ee ew 
However, there has not been.a more difficult time 
for reaching people, who are occupied with other mat- 
ters, and giving little heed. to spiritual things.

They quickly assured 
me that they felt themselves 
in no danger and had no 
plans for leaving.

Your pastor is human. He 
is not God. He makes mistakes 
too, and usually he is the first 
to know about it. The church 
has no place for ‘‘professional 

holy men.” 

Every man, woman, boy, or 
girl within the church has an 
equal obligation before to 
be holy and Christlike. The 
fact that pastors often wear a 
special kind of clothes does not 
make them inhuman and no 
longer- subject, to the, same 
characteristics of all men. ° 

Even Paul and Barnabas, as 
great as they were, said, ‘We 
are men like you. We are not 
gods.”’ ; = . 

I Jove a pastor; and enjoy 
following him, when J feel that 
God is leading. And your pas- 


- tor is not an angel either. Do 
~-not forget that: You make a 


mistake-in thinking of him as- 


is a saint, undoubtedly, but in 
‘a very human way, I am sure. 
Doesn’t your New Testa- 


- ment say there is ‘no distinc- 


tion between clergymen and 
laymen? Too often we leave 
all the work for the pastor 
and singer to do. And. often 


- the pastor tries to do it all. 


What pastor has not fallen into 
the trap of thinking he can 
do everything? — ‘‘Preacher, 
counselor, visitor, repairman, 


administrator, choir director, - 


typist, janitor, architect, 
plumber, electrician” — you 
name it.

Bible professor who told his 
class of young preachers,” 
“When you get your first 
church, and you don’t feel that 
you can win the whole world 
to Christ in one year, remem- 
ber something is wrong with 
you.

laymen have. By surrounding,

Cuba average carrying 90 
refugees a day, and they do 
not fly on Saturday or Sun- 
day. 

Once in Miami the- govern- 
ment processes them for 
health and political purposes, 
then releases to-triends ‘those 
staying in Miami and’flies the. 
‘others out within a day. or 
two. 

Hurt said the Baptist cen- 
ter was helping with dossiers 
for many. of these cases, no- 
tifying state Baptist chairmen 
of Cuban reliéf and resettle- 
ment of their°coming.
